|dentified 30+ policies and potential infrastructure projects to help guide the
neighborhood

- The purpose of the study was
to identify transportation-
related improvements that
address multimodal needs
and mobility concerns in the
area

- 2017 study was part of
literature review and data
collection

- Evaluated multiple future
network configurations

Pilot dates: December 5t until March 8t

Conducted as a safety closure

Pedestrians, scooters, bikes, pedicabs, and i
electric shuttles were allowed in pilot area

Pre-pilot condition on Rainey Street
Created additional designated passenger
loading and unloading zones

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2020 STREET IMPACT FEE

Street Impact Fee Roadway Capacity Plan

City Council adopted a Street Impact Fee (SIF)
in December 2020

SIF defined the projects, service areas, and fee
for new development

Money will begin to be collected in June 2022

Projects must add private vehicle capacity to be
eligible for funding
